Town Manager Sterling Morris of Wilmingto n is advising to wait a couple of 
weeks, before starting action against the Town of Burlington for the flooding con- 
ditions caused by the new Burlington Reservoir, south and west of Chestnut 


Street.

It is only fair, he told the Town Crier, to give Burlington an opportunity to look 
around and find out what causes the trouble. Water from the dam has filled up a 
hill, dubbed Weeping Hill by the Town Crier, and is flowing into backyards, and 
across Chestnut Street in several places, and into cellars of homes. 

Wilmington has now been joined by the City of Woburn in complaints about the 
new dam, which backs up 500 million gallons of water 52 feet above street level. 
The Chesley Lund family of 36 Winter Street Woburn have complained that they 

.ate experiencing flood conditions in their back yard and cellar. The Lund family 
is reported to be using two submersible pumps, on a constant basis, to keep the 


water down 

Wilmington residents along 
Chestnut Street are growing more 
apprehensive. There are several 
streams of water flowing across 
the street from Weeping Hill, and 
two streams flow into a street 
drain near the Ed Rooney home - 
water coming from each side of 
the Rooney home 

“What is going to be the score 
next winter?” the residents ask. 
“If that water continues to flow 
from Weeping Hill, it will freeze as 
it crosses Chestnut Street, and we 


will have icebergs on the street, 
and in our front yards!" 

Wilmington's ‘Town Manager 
and City Solicitor James Lawton of 
Woburn have requested that 
Burlington institute an engineering 
study, to determine what can be 
done about the problem. 

Town DPW Superintendent 
Angelo Orlandella of Burlington 
has written to the two men saying 
that preliminary steps are now 
being taken to find out the exact 
nature of the problem, and what 


School committee calls for 
computer study 


‘The Wilmington Sctiool Committee, together with the Acting

Witmington Public Schools. Committeeman Jack Nealon has 
already done a great deal of research and the study has 


become his “pet project”. 

‘The computer program would in- 
clude schedule making, grade 
reporting, salary arrangements 
and other such computer work now 
being done by outside firms.

tion. 

Slides, movies, and individual 
learning packets were shown and 
committee members as well as ad- 
ministration and parents displayed 
a genuine enthusiasm for the 
1.G.E. program.

Wilmington Planning Board 
objects to DCA ruling 


A recent ruling from the 
Massachusetts Department of 
Community Affairs has drawn a 
stiff protest from the Wilmington 
Planning Board, in a letter to 
Congressman William Barrett, 
chairman of the Sub-Committee on 
Housing in Congress. 

‘The Wilmington board rejects a 
ruling by the DCA which says that 
personnel for 701 programs in 
planning assistance shall be only 
from the DCA staff personnel. 
Wilmington underwent a 701 
program of study, using the ser- 
vices of Professor Charles Eliot 
for five years. Professor Eliot's 
status in Massachusetts 
circles is very high, but he is not on 
the staff of the DCA. He is, 
professionally, a Planning Consul- 
tant. 

The Planning Board told Mr. 
Barrett that it believes the DCA 
ruling to be in direct conflict with 
the intent and purposes of the 701 
program of the Federal Housing 
Act, and it asks that the sub- 
committee headed by 
Congressman Barrett look into the 
problem. A similar request is 
being made of the (Federal) 
Department of Housing and Urban

CHERRY SHEET CUTS RAISES ANTE 


$200 Tax 


for Tewksbury? 


Tewksbury’s tax rate will jump to $200 this year based on 1972 assessments, ac- 
cording to the finance committee. Chairman Norman O. Boudreau states $12 of 
the $24 increase over the 1972 tax rate is due to the cuts in the state's cherry sheet 
disbursements to the town and an increase in the cost of county government. 

Boudreau points out the total revenue loss due to the cherry sheet cuts will be 
$554,186 for the 18 month fiscal year, based on 1972 receipts. He adds that the 
town’s contribution to the cost of county government will also jump $73,551 


during the same period. 


Cuts in state disbursements and 
the increase in county assessments 
‘on the town represent more than a 
$12 increase on the tax rate, with 
another $12 based on higher 
municipal costs approved at the 
town meeting. 

The assessors, Boudreau states, 
have informed the fincom the state 
has increased the town's valuation 
from $88 million in 1972 to $121 
million this year. Cherry sheet 
disbursements to communities are 
based partly on their valuations 
as set by the state. 

Boudreau adds that the state's 
valuation “is undoubtedly beyond 
our control. Therefore, we accept 
this for whatever loss in receipts it 
may represent.” 

The fincom has written town 
selectmen to express its concern 
about low reimbursements for 
school transportation and the 
regional school district aid. 

“"We have always been of the un- 


derstanding that a town belonging 
to a regional school district was 
entitled to 15 per cent reimburse- 
ment of its schoo! budget,” the 
committee added. 

“Last year, Tewksbury received 
approximately 10.5 per cent of its 
school budget for a regional reim- 
bursement, but this year the state 
is estimating reimbursements of 
less than four per cent for this 
program. Speaking of this in 
dollars, we will receive anywhere 
between $229,887 to $371,027 less 
than we should expect."” 

‘The fincom recommended the 
selectmen investigate the cherry 
sheet cuts because the committee 
believed the loss in revenue “is un- 
fair to our taxpayers and will 
cause a burden that they should not 
be asked to bear without being ful» 
ly investigated. 

The committee also asked the 
selectmen to investigate why the 
state cut other disbursements to 


the town that when added with the 
losses in school district aid, 
resulted in the $554,186 total in 


fincom’s complaint, agreed to 
write the Massachusetts League of 
Cities and Towns, asking it to take 
egal action against the state over 
the Cherry Sheet cuts, or if this 
can’t be done, provide statistics to 
back suits against the state action 
taken by individual communities. 
Selectman Joseph J, Whelan 
proposed the action. 

‘The fincom’s estimates of the 
tax increase may not entirely 
represent the actual increase, 
though the state aid cuts still mean 
the final tax rate will include more 
of the costs of local government. 
‘The town is being revalued, and 
the 1973 tax rate will reflect 
changed assessments.

Zaroulis to take the action after he told them removing the

Zaroulis told the selectmen 
builder Amando DeCarolis. built 
the home on an illegal lot, but the 
town could only hold the present 
owners, Mr. and Mrs. Harold E.

‘Anyone violating a zoning bylaw, 
Zaroulis added, could be fined $100 
for each violation or the town 
could bring an injunction against 
them for the violation. 

Zaroulis said removal of the 
home presented an ‘‘unfortunate"’ 
situation for the Sledz family. He 
added that they could apply to the 


appeals board for a variance in 
hopes that board would allow the 
home to remain on its present site, 
In addition, the town counsel said, 
the Sledz family could take legal 
action against DeCarolis, who sold 
them the home, and any attorney 
who cleared tile of the land for 
m.

town's whole sewering program 
was stimied because no one knew 
the actual location of rights of way 
and private property on the two 
roads.

must be stopped 


On a recent sunny spring day a reporter 
was driving along Rte. 93 from Boston to 
North Tewksbury when he suddenly feared 
he was going mad. Though the temperature 
was in the mid sixties, his car was caught in 
the midst of what appeared to be a 
snowstorm. 

It took the man a moment before he 
realized some of the snowflakes blowing 
against his windshield were several feet 
across and had print on them. What he had 
driven into was not a blizzard, but the wake 
of a truck carrying scrap paper to some 
recycling firm. 

The reporter got into the truck's wake 
somewhere in Medford and stayed there un- 
til he had to turn off the highway at the Rte. 
495 ramp. In the 15 miles he followed the 
vehicle, several hundred pounds of scrap 
paper was blown from the loosely wired 
bundles piled on the back of the open truck. 
His attempts to signal to the driver about 
the mess the truck was leaving behind were 
frustrated by heavy traffic. With a mind to 
reporting the super litter bug, he tried to 
get the number on the truck’s license plate, 
but the plate was so dirty nothing was dis- 
tinguishable. 

About a week later the reporter spied a 


90 participate 


similar truck sprewing a smaller amount of 
paper along the same route. This time the 
owner's name was visible on the side of the 
vehicle, and the reporter sent a letter com- 
plainging about the littering to the registry 
of motor vehicles, citing a state law that 
requires truck loads be covered. He es- 
timated it would cost the state several thou- 
sand dollars just to pick up the refuse blown 
from the first truck, 

Later the registry sent a reply, thanking 
him for his concern. Unfortunately, the 
registry stated, the law the reporter cited 
only required that trucks have covers over 
sand and gravel. There was nothing the 
registry could do about scrap paper. 

This law, Chapter 85, Section 36, must be 
broadened to require that covers be plgged 
over any ‘loads that can be blown fi 
trucks. One day someone will lose his life 
because a piece of sctap paper whisked 
from a truck obscures his vision at just the 
wrong moment. Moreover, if you multiply 
several thousand dollars spent picking up 
after one truck by the number of trips such 
trucks make, you will have one answer to 
why the cost of cleaning our highways is 
skyrocketing.

Solid State Technology, Inc. of North Wilmington has 
recei ved an order to place its unique Motorist Aid Call Box 
System along the length of Route 495, here in Massachusetts, 
and along Route 9 to the New Hampshire border.. 

‘The order comes after a year of evaluation along a ten mile 
stretch of Route 495, during which the system was tested, by 
motorists and by the Massachusetts State Police. Motorist Aid 
call boxes were placed at half mile intervals, for the test, and 
during the year there were 4,229 calls to the State Police from 


- 


the boxes. 

‘The boxes are simple and vandal 
proof. ‘They operate by radio, 
there being a lever to be pulled to 
supply the power, There are three 
buttons, and a motorist in distregs 
uses the appropriate button, which 
are marked Police, Ambulance, or 
Road Service. There is a fourth 
button, to cancel the call, if ser- 
vice is no longer needed 

The signals are transmitted by 
radio to the State Police barracks 
in Concord, which has a console 
which shows the site of the car 
needing aid, and which also ac- 
tivates the call-box, with a beep 
tone, to tell the caller that his 
message has been received and 
that help is on the way 

The call box unit, if hit by an 
automobile or otherwise tampered 
with will automatically transmit a 
message indicating a trouble situa- 
tion at the call box. All this is done 
without the aid of batteries or out- 
side cables
